"Let  Me  Call  You  Sweetheart" 

Valentine  Wishes  for  the  Young  and  Young  at  Heart 


It  was  a  dichotomy  of  the  old  and  young  on 
Valentine's  Day  at  the  Friendly  Harbor  Adult  Day 
Health  Care  Center  on  Fairhaven  Road  (Route  6)  in 
Mattapoisett  this  past  Tuesday. 

Preschoolers  and  Kindergarten  students  from 
the  Little  People's  College  on  Tallman  Street 
sauntered  into  the  center,  located  below  the  Knights 
of  Columbus  Hall,  and  exchanged  Valentine  cards 
and  wishes  with  the  bright-eyed  elders. 

Despite  the  vast  difference  in  age,  the  two 
groups  were  able  to  share  a  common  expression  of 
emotion  as  some  of  the  more  outgoing  children 
accepted  gifts  of  candy  and  lolipops  and  thanked 
their  benefactors  with  heart-felt  hugs.  "Thank  you, 
sweetheart,"  said  one  elderly  woman  as  a  pretty 
little  blonde-haired  girl  with  big  blue  eyes  squeezed 
her  neck.  "Happy  Valentine's  Day!" 

This  is  just  one  of  the  many  community- 
related  events  which  the  staff  at  the  Friendly  Harbor 
Center  have  staged  in  recent  months.  According  to 
Acting  Activities  Director  Jeannine  Heron,  the 
participants  in  the  program  have  been  treated  to  an 
array  of  similar  outings,  including  an  annual 
Christmas  Party,  trips  to  the  Christmas  Tree  Shop  in 
Bourne,  a  recent  visit  from  their  pen  pal  students  at 
Old  Hammondtown  School,  and  their  upcoming 
annual  St.  Patrick's  Day  Party  on  March  16  at  the 
Knights  of  Columbus  Hall. 

"We  try  to  plan  special  events  at  least  six 
times  a  month,"  Ms.  Heron  said.  "We  have  people 
here  from  Mattapoisett,  Marion,  Rochester, 
Fairhaven,  New  Bedford,  and  Wareham.  Most  of 
them  live  with  family  members,  but  others  are  in 
boarding  homes  and  don't  get  the  chance  to  go  out 
much." 

The  facility  provides  a  busy  schedule  of 
events  for  the  participants  from  their  arrival  at  8:00 
am  until  departing  sometime  between  2:30  and  3:30 
pm.  The  organization's  parent  group  —  Elderhaven 
Adult  Care  in  New  Bedford  —  funds  eight  vans 
which  provide  transportation  to  and  from  the  facility 
and  related  events.  The  daily  routine  includes: 
breakfast,  morning  exercises,  a  word  game  activity, 
quite  time,  an  afternoon  activity,  lunch  and 


refreshments. 

"We  do  a  lot  of  activities  which  keep  them 
active,"  Ms.  Heron  said.  "They  really  enjoy  going 
out  on  excursions  and  we  try  to  get  different  ones  to 
go  on  different  trips  ...  and  they  also  love  seeing  the 
children." 

That  was  readily  apparent  as  the  almost  too- 
tiny  preschoolers  shed  their  bulky  winter  clothing 
and  gathered  in  a  circle  in  the  middle  of  the  center  to 
sing  a  variety  of  songs  for  their  eager  audience.  After 
renditions  of  "If  You're  Happy  and  You  Know  It," 
"The  Rainbow  Song,"  and  "I  Love  You,  You  Love 
Me"  (also  known  as  Barney's  Theme),  the  Friendly 
Harbor  staff  handed  out  cookies  and  punch  to  the 
children  as  a  gesture  of  appreciation. 

"We  love  seeing  the  children  and  hearing 
them  sing,"  agreed  Jeannette  Carrier  of  New 
Bedford,  one  of  the  Friendly  Harbor  program 
participants.  "Their  teachers  have  done  a  wonderful 
job  with  them." 

Serving  some  50  participants  from 
throughout  the  tri-town  and  greater  New  Bedford 
area,  the  Friendly  Harbor  Adult  Day  Health  Care 
program  is  looking  forward  to  the  completion  of  a 
brand  new  facility  which  is  being  built  in  Fairhaven. 
The  new  center  is  slated  to  open  by  the  end  of  the 
summer,  and  attendees  can  count  on  more  special 
events  of  this  type  at  their  brand  new  location.

Mattapoisett  Special  Town  Meeting 
February  13, 1995 

Upon  reaching  a  quorum  of  some  65  voters,  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  for  the  Town  of 
Mattapoisett  in  the  auditorium  of  Old  Rochester  Regional 
High  School  on  Monday,  February  13  at  7:35  pm.  Town 
Moderator  Richard  Blasdale  commenced  the  proceedings 
with  a  Salute  to  the  Flag,  followed  by  a  moment  of  silence 
for  "departed  Town  Meeting  members." 

After  introducing  the  various  town  officials  seated 
on  the  stage  —  including  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance 
Committee,  Town  Clerk,  Town  Accountant,  and  Executive 
Secretary  —  Mr.  Blasdale  approved  a  request  from  resident 
Brad  Hathaway  to  make  a  few  introductory  comments. 

Mr.  Hathaway  opened  his  remarks  by  stressing 
how  he  felt  the  town  had  been  using  Special  Town  Meet- 
ings for  the  wrong  reasons.  It  was  his  understanding  that 
such  "special"  meetings  were  reserved  for  emergency 
fiscal  matters  only,  and  were  not  to  be  used  as  a  matter  of 
course.  "I've  been  troubled  with  how  the  town  is  using  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  format,"  he  said.  "It  wasn't  too  long 
ago  that  the  town  used  Special  Town  Meetings  for 
emergency  purposes  only  ...  just  as  Free  Cash  was  used  to 
reduce  the  tax  rate.  Now  the  tendency  is  to  rush  out  and 
spend  it." 

Mr.  Hathaway  added  his  disappointed  in  know- 
ing that  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  is  only  a  few  months 
away  and  also  at  seeing  such  a  small  turnout  of  general 
voters  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting.  "If  you  look  around 
here  tonight,  everyone  present  has  a  vested  interest  in 
seeing  these  (articles)  approved,"  he  said.  "Most  of  those 
here  are  either  town  employees  or  relatives  of  town 
employees.  The  average  taxpayer  has  given  up  attending 
(Town  Meetings) ...  and  I'm  sorry  to  see  that  the  last

vestige  of  pure  democracy  is  being  run  into  the  ground." 
In  response  to  Mr.  Hathaway's  comments,  Town 
Moderator  Richard  Blasdale  said  that  if  the  voters  choose 
not  to  attend  Town  Meeting,  it's  their  own  fault.  "I  agree 
it's  a  pity  that  more  people  aren't  here  to  vote,"  he  said. 

But  Finance  Committee  (FinCom)  Chairman 
Elizabeth  Kunz  seemed  to  agree  with  Mr.  Hathaway's 
sentiments.  "All  the  points  you  raised  are  excellent,"  she 
said.  "(The  Finance  Committee)  was  given  several  articles 
for  this  Special  Town  Meeting,  and  we  tried  to  include 
only  those  which  have  some  sense  of  urgency.  It's  up  to 
you  to  consider  each  one  and  make  your  own  judgment

based  on  what's  presented  to  you." 

With  that,  Article  1  was  introduced  by  Ms.  Kunz, 
which  would  pay  outstanding  bills  from  Fiscal  Year  1994, 
including:  Public  Health  Nurse  to  Phoenix  Pharmacy 
($77.54);  Street  Lighting  to  Commonwealth  Electric 
($1,424.81);  Town  Hall  Building  to  Pryce's  Greenhouse 
($240);  Highway  Department  to  Agway  Petroleum  Corp. 
($4,576.65);  Elementary  Schools  to  St.  Luke's  Hospital 
($440);  and  Town  Insurance  to  the  Massachusetts  Interlocal 
Insurance  Agency  (MIIA)  ($2,866).  The  FinCom  recom- 
mended that  the  total  amount  of  $9,625  be  transferred 
from  Free  Cash. 

After  Selectman  Mahoney  explained  that  these 
were  all  bills  which  were  received  too  late  to  be  paid 
within  FY  1994,  the  article  was  passed  via  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Town  Meeting  floor. 

Under  Article  2,  Ms.  Kunz  listed  various  line  items 
—  most  of  which  represented  salary  adjustments  and 
increases  —  as  supplementary  to  the  FY  1995  budget, 
including:  Town  Clerk  ($800);  Police  Department  ($42,000); 
General  Highway  ($6,000  and  $1,230);  Town  Mechanic 
($1,650);  Sewer  Department  ($160);  Sanitary  Landfill 
($4,500);  Water  Department  ($5,600  and  $320);  and  Bathing 
Beach  ($280  and  $320).  The  FinCom  recommended  that 
$50,710  be  transferred  from  Free  Cash,  $5,730  be 
transferred  from  the  Sanitary  Landfill  Enterprise  Fund, 
and  $5,920  be  transferred  from  the  Water  Enterprise  Fund 
(total:  $52,440). 

One  voter  questioned  the  additional  $42,000  being 
requested  for  the  Police  Department:  "We  seem  to  do  this 
every  year ...  is  someone  making  mistakes  in  the  budget?" 

Selectman  Mahoney  explained  that  with  the 
exception  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Bathing  Beach  line  items, 
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all  the  other  amounts  represented  salary  adjustments  and 
increases  based  on  recent  collective  bargaining  agreements 
which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  had  approved.  "We  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  (the  police  union)  to  appropriate 
$42,000  which  represents  increases  for  two  years,"  he  said. 
"We  approved  a  2.7  percent  increase  for  1994  and  a  3.5 
percent  increase  for  1995." 

Brad  Hathaway  asked  if  the  agreements  had 
provisions  which  stated  they  would  be  appropriated 
subject  to  available  funds.  Selectman  Mahoney  said  they 
did,  but  he  also  stressed  that  to  deny  payment  of  these 
negotiations  —  which  are  required  by  state  law  —  would 
be  disastrous.  "You're  putting  too  much  burden  on  those 
who  require  payments  on  these  debts,"  Selectman 
Mahoney  said. 

Selectman  Mahoney  also  pointed  out  that  the 
Bathing  Beach  line  item  would  fund  the  town  beach 
facilities  as  they  have  been  for  the  past  four  years  through 
June  30,  and  would  not  include  the  hiring  of  lifeguards. 

With  that,  the  article  was  unanimously  approved 
by  Town  Meeting  voters. 

Under  Article  3,  voters  were  asked  to  fund  the 
purchase  of  a  new  one-ton  1995  Ford  450  Super  Dump 
truck  for  the  Highway  Department  at  a  cost  of  $26,000. 
The  FinCom  recommended  that  said  amount  be 
transferred  from  Free  Cash. 

Before  continuing,  however,  a  resident  wanted  to 
know  exactly  how  much  Free  Cash  was  available,  and 
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how  much  would  be  left  should  they  continue  to  approve 
various  articles  on  the  warrant.  FinCom  Chairman 
Elizabeth  Kunz  noted  that  the  town's  Free  Cash  amount 
was  certified  at  $282,453  by  the  Department  of  Revenue 
earlier  this  year.  If  all  money  articles  proposed  on  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  warrant  are  approved,  the  balance 
will  be  $72,365,  an  amount  which  would  be  credited 
against  the  1996  budget  and  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Likewise,  Mr.  Blasdale  informed  Town  Meeting 
that  there  is  a  balance  of  $811,234  in  the  Sanitary  Landfill 
Enterprise  Fund,  $122,704  in  the  Water  Enterprise  Fund, 
$7,204  in  the  Waterfront  Enterprise  Fund,  and  $208,000  in 
the  Stabilization  Fund. 

Selectman  Chairman  DeCosta  noted  that  the  many 
of  the  existing  trucks  in  the  Highway  Department  are  old 
and  in  need  of  repair.  This  purchase  of  a  new  vehicle 
would  be  the  first  step  toward  replacing  many  of  these 
outdated  trucks.  The  article  was  passed  via  unanimous 
vote. 

Article  4  asked  voters  to  allocate  $22,000  to  defray 
the  costs  of  renovating  the  existing  walled  service  bay  at 
the  Highway  Department  garage,  purchase  and  install  a 
motor  vehicle  lift,  and  pay  for  all  incidental  and  necessary 
electrical  equipment,  supplies  and  service  related  to  the 
addition.  The  FinCom  recommended  that  $22,000  be 
transferred  from  Free  Cash,  which  was  readily  approved 
via  unanimous  vote. 

Article  8  —  which  requested  an  allocation  of 
$25,990  to  pay  for  the  removal  of  a  2,000-gallon 
underground  gasoline  tank  at  the  Police  Station  —  caused 
a  little  contention  among  voters,  as  Selectman  Lambalot 
explained  how  the  damage  was  incurred.  "About  two 
months  ago,  we  discovered  through  a  routine  inspection 
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that  some  100  gallons  of  fuel  had  been  released  from  the 

tank,"  he  said.  "We  were  ordered  by  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  to  remove  the  tank  and 
clean  up  the  site.  Right  now  we  are  pursuing  legal 
recourse  through  Town  Counsel  to  recover  our  expenses." 
Resident  Barry  Perkins  wanted  to  know  if  the

town  had  insurance  to  cover  this  expense,  and  if  so,  why 
wouldn't  the  claim  pay  for  the  damage. 

"We  are  paying  the  costs  up  front  and  then  we 
plan  to  go  after  the  responsible  parties  to  recover  these 
costs,"  Selectman  Lambalot  said.  "The  tank  removal  and 
clean  up  have  been  done  ...  and  the  company  (who  did  the 
work)  needs  to  be  paid.  We'll  be  looking  at  the  possible

will  also  consider  installing  above-ground  tanks  which 
will  be  required  after  1997." 

With  that,  voters  approved  the  total  expenditure 
of  $25,990  to  pay  for  the  removal  of  the  tank,  removal  of 
the  contaminated  soil,  installation  of  monitoring  wells, 
and  all  related  engineering  and  testing  costs.

•  ARTICLE  9  —  allocating  $1,438  to  repair  and 
resurface  the  basketball  courts  behind  Center  School  and 
$6,353  to  repair  and  resurface  the  tennis  courts  at  the  same 
location.  (Total  of  $7,791  was  approved). 

•  ARTICLE  10  —  appropriating  $2,341  to  defray  • 
the  costs  of  the  special  fuels  tax  on  diesel  fuel  purchased 
between  January  1, 1990  &  December  31, 1993.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  February  13  at 
7:00  pm  by  Chairman  David  L.  Hughes.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes,  Selectman  Michael 
Murphy,  and  Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  Ferreira. 

The  main  item  of  review  on  the  agenda  was 
addressed  under  New  Business.  Chairman  Hughes 
prefaced  the  subject  of  the  re-appointment  of  Fire  Chief 
Joseph  "Duffy"  Clapp  due  in  April  with  major  concerns 
for  the  business  efficiency  of  Chief  Clapp's  office.

Chairman  Hughes  explained  further  saying:  "I  am 
sorry  it  has  come  to  this  ...  Duffy  has  been  a  volunteer  in 
this  town  for  over  20  years.  However,  because  of  delays  in 
the  submission  of  bills  and  payroll  for  timely  payment, 
Chief  Clapp's  appointment  may  not  be  renewed  in  April. 
The  money  is  in  the  budget  for  payment.  We  are  legally 
bound  to  turn  these  invoices  around  and  we  risk 
jeopardizing  vendor  relationships." 

"We  are  running  a  business  here,"  he  added.  "And 
all  of  our  departments  must  follow  procedures  in  an 
orderly  manner.  (Chief  Clapp's)  payroll  vouchers  have  not 
been  submitted  for  several  months." 

Selectman  Hawkes  motioned  that  a  letter  be  sent 
to  Chief  Clapp,  as  recommended  by  Town  Counsel,  three 
months  prior  to  his  re-appointment  date  explaining  the 
board's  intentions.  The  motion  was  amended  to  include 
that  all  mail  sent  addressed  to  the  Fire  Department  be 
forwarded  to  Town  Hall  where  requisitions  can  be  filled 
and  checks  mailed  to  vendors. 

The  current  work  and  billing  for  the 
Communication  Center  will  be  considered  Phase  1. 
Chairman  Hughes  recommended  that  future  bidding  and 
contracting  for  the  project  include  cost  estimates  to  be 
handled  by  Building  Inspector  Robert  Francis  and  Ward 
Benner.  A  meeting  will  be  scheduled  in  March  with  the 
officers  of  the  Fire  Department  at  which  time  they  will  be 
asked  to  recommend  someone  to  take  over  for  Chief

casino  in  front  of  the  public  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

Public  access  programming  is  scheduled  to  give 
video  coverage  disclosing  how  funds  from  the  casino  will 
be  dispersed  throughout  the  region,  along  with  other 
pertinent  information  on  a  regular  basis. 

Later  in  the  meeting  and  related  to  the  gambling 
issue,  Chairman  Hughes  explained  that  the  town  had  been 
asked  to  place  a  non-bind  ing  referendum  on  the  ballot  for 
the  end  of  April.  He  asked  for  the  opinion  of  the  board 
regarding  this  matter.  Selectman  Murphy  said  he  "would 
like  input  from  the  people  on  how  they  feel."  He  made  a 
motion  to  place  the  resolution  on  the  April  election  ballot 
and  this  motion  was  unanimously  approved  after  a 
second  from  Selectman  Hawkes. 

Chairman  Hughes  said  his  "only  concern  about 
the  casino  is  will  it  take  additional  amounts  of  water  from 
the  ponds."  He  explained  that  New  Bedford  now  draws 
water  from  the  Mattapoisett  River  Valley  and  Rochester 
still  wants  the  option  to  tap  this  supply  should  the  town 
decide  to  put  in  a  municipal  water  system. 

Mr.  Hall  said  the  number  of  jobs  the  casino  could 
be  expected  to  bring  range  from  7,000  to  9,000  and  may 
include  new  employment  in  ancillary  businesses  in  that 
number. 

The  Fuel  Oil  Bids  for  the  town  Fire  and  Highway 
Departments  for  the  purchase  of  #2  fuel  oil  requirements 
were  opened  and  the  bid  was  awarded  to  Koczera 
Discount  Oil,  whose  bid  came  in  at  35  cents  over  the  rack 
price  and  the  price  of  Global  New  Bedford. 

Police  Chief  Walter  V.  Denham  sent  a  letter  to  the 
board,  announcing  a  three-year  COPS  FAST  grant  which 
had  been  awarded  to  the  Police  Department  amounting  to 
$59,917  —  which  is  expected  to  be  paid  to  the  department 
in  a  lump  sum.

"We  are  concerned  that  the  fact  that  town  water 
does  not  contain  the  amount  of  fluoride  which  is  accepted 
as  efficacious  to  retard  tooth  decay  is  not  regularly  made 
known  to  town  residents.  We  request,  therefore,  that  your 
office  consider  informing  residents  of  this  fact  by  means 
such  as  notices  included  with  water  bills  or  some  other 
method. 

New  residents  who  move  into  town,  newly 
pregnant  women,  or  grandparents  who  have 
grandchildren  visiting  for  extended  times  have  no  way  of 
knowing  or  forget  about  the  lack  of  fluoride  and  make  no 
provision  to  supplement  their  needs  since,  as  I  have  been 
told  by  a  few:  "all  water  supplies  have  fluoride  now." 
Doctors  and  dentists  in  other  towns  are  not  necessarily 
aware  of  our  situation  either,  so  some  do  not  inform  their 
patients. 

Next  to  adding  fluoride  to  the  water,  or  regularly 
offering  fluoride  as  a  preventative  public  health  effort  to 
those  who  wish  it,  it  would  be  most  helpful  for  town 
government  to  inform  its  residents  of  the  situation."

High  School  Auditorium,  Dr.  Edward  Hallowell,  leading 
authority  on  Attention  Deficit  Disorder  (ADD),  will  be 
guest  lecturer.  Presented  by  the  Attention  Deficit 
Information  Network  of  Marion  (AD-LN  of  Marion),  he 
will  speak  on  the  topic  "Answers  to  Distraction,"  which 
will  address  the  most  frequently  asked  questions  about 
Attention  Deficit  Disorder.

Childhood  Needs  Assessment 

Recently,  a  survey  was  mailed  to  all  families  in  the 
tri-town  area  with  children  aged  eight  and  younger.  This 
survey  is  part  of  an  effort  by  the  Tri-Town  Early  Childhood 
Advisory  Council  to  update  information  on  the  needs  of 
families  raising  young  children.  In  particular,  the  survey 
asks  about  child  care,  education,  recreation,  health  and 
social  service  programs.

A  reminder  of  the  $500  Real  Estate  Exemption  for 
seniors  over  70  (or  who  turn  70  by  July  1).  Seniors  must 
have  lived  in  Massachusetts  for  ten  years  and  owned  and 
occupied  a  home  in  Mattapoisett  for  five  years  in  order  to 
be  eligible.  Seniors  would  qualify  if  both  their  income  and 
assets  for  1994  were  less  than  listed  below: 

•  Single  Person  —  Income:  $13,000;  Assets: 
$28,000  (Social  Security  allowance  of  $2,000  single  person 
with  $15,000  income  would  still  qualify). 

•  Married  (Joint  Ownership)  —  Income:  $15,000; 
Assets:  $30,000  (Social  Security  allowance  of  $4,000 
married /jointly  with  $19,000  income  would  still  qualify). 

Note:  Assets  include  bank  accounts,  checking 
accounts,  value  of  stocks  and  bonds,  savings  certificates, 
and  real  estate.  Value  of  your  home  is  excluded,  except  the 
portion  which  produces  income. 

If  you  think  you  qualify,  now  is  the  time  when  you 
must  apply  for  this  exemption.  Be  sure  to  have  proof  of  all 
your  income  and  assets  when  you  do.
